The  75!st  meeting  of  the  R.N.A.  was  called  to  order  by  President 
Barney  Bloom  at  S:30  P.M.  with  (A  members  and  9 visitors  present. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  approved.  The 
correspondence  accumulated  since  the  last  meeting  was  read.  It 
was  reported  that  Messrs.  Newell  and  Hutchinson  were  still  sick. 

The  secretary  read  a note  from  Mr.  Hutchinson  telling  us  of  his 
present  condition  and  his  hopes  for  the  future.

mention. 

The  application  of  Charles  P.  Starr  for  membership  in  the  Rochester

Committee.

The  752nd  meeting  of  the  R.N.A.  was  called  to  order  by  President  Barney 
Bloom  at  8:30  P.M.  with  16  members  and  4 visitors  present.  The  minutes 
of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  approved.  It  was  reported  that 
Mr.  Hutchinson  was  still  sick  but  some  better.  Mr.  Newell  was  welcomed 
back  after  his  recent  illness. 

The  application  of  Charles  F.  Starr  for  membership  in  the  Rochester 
Numismatic  Association  was  brought  up,  and  it  was  moved  by  Mr.  Eichorn 
and  seconded  by  Mr.  Newell  that  Mr.  Starr's  membership  application  be 
acted  upon.  Mr.  Starr  was  unanimously  elected  to  membership  with 
Mr.  Foster  acting  as  teller.  Mr.  Starr  was  previously  a member  of 
the  club  and  through  Mr.  Richards  again  became  interested  in  the 
club's  activities. 

Mr.  Pittman  reported  on  the  last  meeting  of  the  Hobby  Council  and 
stated  that  they  were  considering  plans  for  a larger  Hobby  Show  in  the 
coming  year.

The  753rd  meeting  of  the  R.H.A.  was  called  to  order  by  President  Barney 
Bloom  at  8:30  P.M.  with  nineteen  members  And  fifteen  visitors  present. 
The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  approved.  The 
correspondence  that  accumulated  since  the  last  meeting  was  read,  and 


It  was  reported  that  Mr.  Hutchinson  is  in  better  condition  and  hopes 
to  have  his  final  operation  shortly. 

A letter  was  received  from  Mrs.  Boris  J.  Dibble  of  Canandaigua,  Hew  York, 
which  stated  that  she  had  a ten  dollar  bill  ($10.00)  with  an  upside  down 
reverse.  Ho  action  was  taken  on  this  letter. 

A bill  from  the  insurance  company  stating  that  the  policy  for  the 
coming  year  was  due  was  received.  This  bill  was  turned  over  to  the 
treasurer  for  payment. 

A report  by  Mr.  Kolb  giving  a statement  of  the  medals  was  made. 

He  stated  that  the  bronze  medals  for  the  years  1942,  1943  and  1944,  1945 
(150)  would  cost  us  60$  per  medal.  It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Eichorn  and 
seconded  by  Mr.  Pittman  that  Mr.  Kolb  be  empowered  to  strike  these 
medals  and  two  bonds  be  cashed  to  pay  for  them. 

For  the  program  of  this  "Ladies  and  Visitors  Hight",  Mr.  J.  Pittman 
showed  200  Kodachrome  slides  of  Germany , France,  Great  Britain  and 
Austria,  which  were  made  during  a recent  trip  to  Europe.  In  addition 
to  his  Kodachrome  slides  there  were  300  black  and  white  photographs 
exhibited. 

After  the  presentation  of  the  pictures,  a question  period  was  held 
and  members  and  visitors  were  given  an  opportunity  to  obtain  further 
information  regarding  conditions  in  Europe. 

President  Bloom  thanked  Mr.  Pittman  for  his  presentation  and  a vote 
of  thanks  was  offered. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  to  a specially  prepared  luncheon.

The  754th  meeting  of  the  R.N.A.  was  called  to  order  hy  President  Barney  Bloom  at 
S:30  F.M.  with  sixteen  members  and  five  visitors  present.  The  minutes  of  the 
previous  meeting  were  read  and  approved.  The  correspondence  that  accumulated 
since  the  last  meeting  was  read  and  filed. 

It  was  reported  that  Mr.  Hutchinson  was  quite  some  better,  and  his  general  health 
was  described  in  a letter  to  the  secretary. 

The  letter  from  Mrs.  i)oris  J.  Dibble  of  Canandaigua,  New  York,  relative  to  the 
ten  dollar  bill  ($10.00)  with  an  upside  down  reverse,  was  discussed  and  the 
secretary  was  authorized  to  notify  her  of  the  methods  by  which  she  may  dispose 
of  the  money. 

Mr.  Pittman  reported  on  the  activities  of  the  last  Hobby  Council  meeting  and  stated 
that  the  program  for  the  Hobby  Council  Meeting  of  November  13th  would  be  supplied 
by  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association  and  asked  that  as  many  members  as  possible 
turn  out  for  the  event. 

A report  was  made  by  Mr.  Kolb  on  the  status  of  the  presidential  medals.  He  stated 
that  the  medals  for  the  last  three  years  of  1942,  1943,  1944,  150  in  number,  in 
bronze  would  cost  approximately  sixty  cents  apiece  (600).  He  also  stated  that 
silver  medals  could  be  obtained  at  approximately  five  or  six  dollars  apiece  in- 
cluding the  20#  tax  on  silver  medals.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  bronze  medals 
for  four  years  be  struck. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Eichorn  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Pittman  that  two  bonds  be  cashed 
to  pay  for  the  striking  of  the  bronze  medals.  Motion  carried. 

Mr.  Pittman  moved  that  it  be  allowed  that  silver  medals  of  past  president  be  struck. 
There  was  no  second  to  this  motion.  Mr.  Cohen  moved  and  Mr.  Sloane  seconded  that 
the  subject  of  silver  medals  of  past  presidents  be  tabled  until  the  next  meeting. 
Motion  carried. 

Mr.  Newell  pointed  out  the  display  of  dollars  that  he  had  recently  arranged.  This 
display  of  dollars  in  the  club  room  very  much  interested  the  members. 

Mr.  Eichorn  discussed  the  Sibley  Display.  At  present  the  case  contains  Columbus 
Medals.  Volunteers  are  asked  to  get  in  touch  with  Mr.  Eichorn  for  new  medals  and 
coins  for  display. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Macallister  was  announced.  It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Bauer  that  the 
secretary  write  a note  of  sympathy  to  Mrs.  Macallister.  Motion  carried. 

It  was  then  moved  by  Mr.  Eichorn  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Pittman  that  a Buyers  and 
Sellers  Night  be  held  at  the  second  meeting  in  November.  Motion  carried.  Mr.  Bloom 
appointed  Mr.  Meinhart  to  the  Publicity  Committee. 

The  program  for  the  evening  was  a discussion  of  American  Silver  and  Gold  Dollars 
by  Mr.  P.  E.  Eichorn.  The  program  was  very  well  received  and  at  the  completion 
of  the  program  a vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  Mr.  Eichorn  for  his  excellent  work. 

There  was  a discussion  of  the  coming  Coin  Week  activities.

The  755th  meeting  of  the  R.N.A.  was  called  to  order  by  President  Barney  Bloom  at 
S : 30  P.M.  with  IS  members  and  2 visitors  present.  The  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  were  read  and  approved.  A letter  from  Mr.  Hutchinson  was  read  and  dis- 
cussed by  the  members  of  the  club.  Mr.  Hutchinson  is  quite  some  better  and  now 
able  to  be  around  but  still  cannot  come  back  to  meetings  of  the  club. 

A former  member  and  past  president  of  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association,  Mr.  Har- 
zinski,  was  welcomed  back  after  many  months  overseas  as  a member  of  the  Seabees. 

He  gave  a very  interesting  account  of  his  work  in  various  portions  of  Europe 
especially  Iceland.  He  also  gave  an  interesting  account  of  his  activities  in  the 
South  Pacific  with  special  emphasis  on  Okinawa.  Besides  the  discussion  of  his 
travels  Mr.  Harzinski  showed  a number  of  black  and  white  pictures  of  activities 
in  the  various  theaters  that  he  had  been  stationed. 

The  following  motion  made  by  Mr.  Pittman  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Sloane  was  carried: 

"The  medallist  is  empowered  to  strike  silver  medals  of  any  preceding  presidents 
for  the  benefit  of  the  members  so  desiring  them  for  a period  of  one  year  from  the 
date  of  this  motion.  The  medals  are  to  be  from  the  original  dies  and  are  to  carry 
no  specific  markings."  A proposed  amendment  to  the  above  passed  motion  was  made 
by  Mr.  Cohen  "that  the  medals  be'  marked  in  some  manner  to  signify  that  they  are 
restrikes."  There  was  no  second  to  this  amendment.  It  was  also  pointed  out  that 
the  medals  could  not  be  denoted  as  restrikes  as  theyvould  be  made  from  the  original 
dies  and  in  some  cases  silver  medals  have  never  been  struck  from  the  dies. 

The  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee  then  introduced  Mr.  Barney  Bloom,  President 
of  the  club,  who  gave  a most  interesting  and  entertaining  discussion  on  the  'con- 
struction of  the  Panama  Canal  and  Numismatic  events  relating  to  its  construction. 

In  addition  to  the  discussion  portion  of  Mr.  Bloom's  paper,  a great  number  of  slides 
and  medals  were  shown  by  him.  Mr.  Bauer  also  discussed  his  three  trips  through  the 
Panama  Canal  and  showed  a number  of  British  medals  related  to  the  capture  of  Porto 
Bello  and  Cartagena. 

The  members  thanked  Mr.  Bloom  for  the  fine  presentation  of  his  subject-and  stated 
that  they  hoped  to  have  him  appear  again  on  the  program  this  year. 

The  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee  announced  that  the  next  meeting  would  be 
a Buyers  and  Sellers  Meeting  in  addition  to  a short  talk  by  Mrs.  Summerill. 

Members  can  buy,  sell  or  trade  coins  with  one  another.  Members  should  bring  good  ■ 
coins  and  set  fair  prices  on  their  offerings. 


The  meeting  was  adjourned  to  the  usual  auction  and  Mr.  Pittman  acted  as  auctioneer. 
Sixty-eight  cents  (68$)  was  realized  for  the  club.

The  756th  meeting  of  the  R.N.A.  was  called  to  ordqr  by  President  Barney  Bloom 
at  2:30  P.M.  with  22  members  and  3 visitors  present.  The  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  were  read  and  approved  after  the  following  item  which  had  been  omitted 
was  added:  That  the  R.N.A.  donate  the  sum  of  $10.00  to  the  Rochester  War 

Memorial  Fund.  The  correspondence  that  accumulated  since  the  last  meeting 
was  read  and  filed. 

A motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Pittman  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Foster  that  50  bronze 
presidential  medals  be  struck  for  each  of  the  last  four  R.N.A.  presidents. 

This  motion  was  carried,  and  this  is  the  official  notice  to  Mr.  Kolb  that 
he  is  to  prepare  these  bronze  medals. 

The  president  reported  that  January  5i  19^6  would  be  the  date  of  the  annual 
R.N.A.  Banquet.  He  asked  that  all  members  make  donations  for  door  prizes 
so  that  there  would  be  incentives  other  than  food  for  the  various  members 
to  attend  the  banquet. 

Mr.  Pittman  reported  on  the  last  Hobby  Council  Meeting  and  stated  that  the 
program  which  was  presented  by  the  R.N.A.  representative  was  well  received. 

Mr.  Pittman  then  introduced  Mrs.  Florence  Summerill  who  gave  a very  interesting 
and  enlightening  discussion  on  the  "History  and  Coins  of  the  Denver  Mint." 

Mrs.  Summerill  lived  in  Denver,  Colorado  and  is  well  acquainted  with  Colorado 
in  general  and  Denver  in  particular.  At  the  completion  of  the  regular  program 
a vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  Mrs.  Summerill  for  her  excellent  presentation 
of  the  subject.

The  minutes  of 
the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  approved.  The  correspondence  that  accumulated 
since  the  last  meeting  was  read  and  filed. 

A motion  made  by  MT,  Newell  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Pittman  was  carriedjto  pay 
the  Rochester  Museum  the  rent  for  1944-1945  the  sum  of  £38.00.

The  739th  meeting  of  the  R.N.A.  was  called  to  order  by  Vice  President  frank  Eichorn 
at  8:30  P.M.  with  fourteen  members  and  three  visitors  present.  The  minutes  of  the 
previous  meeting  were  read  and  approved.  The  correspondence  that  accumulated  since 
the  last  meeting  was  read  and  filed. 

Mr.  W.  Stephen  Thomas,  new  Director  of  the  Museum  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  was  Intro- 
duced to  the  group.  Mr.  Thomas  replyed  and  thanked  the  group  for  its  telegram  of 
congratulation.

The  762nd  meeting  of  the  E.N.A.  was  called  to  order  by  President  Barney  Bloom  at 
g:00  P.M.  with  twenty  members  and  six  visitors  present.  The  minutes  of  the  last 
meeting  were  read  and  approved  as  amended. 

The  correspondence  that  was  received  was  read  and  filed.  The  application  of  Arnim  B. 

Judd  for  membership  in  the  Eochester  Numismatic  Association  was  voted  upon  and  Mr.  Judd 
was  unanimously  elected  to  membership  in  the  Eochester  Numismatic  Association.  Since 
this  membership  comes  after  l/l/46,  the  sum  of  only  one  dollar  (j$1.00)  accompanied  the 
application  of  Mr.  Judd,  and  he  will  not  be  eligible  for  this  year’s  presidential 
medal  unless  the  difference  ($2.50)  is  paid  to  the  treasurer.

A proposal  was  made  that  we  set  aside  a time  as  "Coin  Donation  Week"  so  that 
members  could  donate  coins  to  the  club. 

A motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Newell  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Pittinger  that  the  Rochester 
Numismatic  Association  meet  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  the  months  of  July  and  August

Fifty  cents  was  received  for  the  treasury  from  the  auction  following  the  meeting.
